The Swifts retained $35,000 of the 
money and gave Hadley only $40,000. Willis

“ Sixty days ago a lawyer named Bradford, 
from Indianapolis, interviewed Mr. Swift, 
and suggested that he make a settlement with 
Mr. Hadley on account of a claim growing 
out of a sale of patents to the International 
Harvester company.

CAR LICENSES AND FERMITS. _ 
The local transportation committee on 
Tuesday recommended for passage a sur- 
prising measure, dealing with license fees 
from, dnd “ improvement ” permits to, the 
Chicago City railway company. 

Up to 1904 this company paid a license 
fee of $50 per car, thirteen round trips be 
ing counted as dne car. On March 14, 
1904, the council passed the Wabash ave- 
nue trolleyizing ordinance, which provided 
that so long as it remained in force the 
company should pay 3100 per car per an- 
num on each and every car that is used— 
irrespective of 
ber of trips per day such ent travels.” e 
company, however, during 1904, only paid 
for the “average” number of cars op- 
erated, or $12,000 less than what the ordi- 
It furthermore paid noth- 
ing for grip cars, for which, according to 
the ordinance, it should have paid about 
$18,000. It was thus in default for 1908 
about $30,000 

By the ordinance @f March 20, 1008 
which directed the bringing of the Harrison

nance was repealed, while, according to 
Maj. Tolman, the late corporation counsel, 
the old $50 license rate remained in force. 
The company, therefore, having paid noth- 
ing for this year, owes the city about 
$40,000 for the first half of 1905. Its total 
debt to the city appears thus to be in the

Furthermore, while the $100 license fee 
ordinance has been repealed the company 
continues to enjoy the trolleyizing benefits 
conferred by it, and it would be not only 
equitable but, according to Maj.

This being the case, it is difficult to see 
how Australia or any of its cities can use 
the emu, which formerly figured on Aus- 
tralian postage stamps, for any armorial 
bearings for which they may now make 
Application, to the King.

Pos- 
sibly Lord Rosemead may be induced to 
either relinquish his heraldic emus or to 
grant to Australia permission to use them.

king the boy would ascend the throne and 
become full fledged ruler of Servia with- 
out the restraining hand of a regency. 
True, Alfonso XIII. of Spain assumed the 
reins of the government of his country at 
16, and is even now but a year alder than 
Servia’s crown prince. But whereas the 
youthful monarch of 8 was carefully 
trained from his earliest childhood to the 
responsibilities and obligations of rulership 
by his devoted and sagacious mother, the 
queen regent, and by the most eminent 
statesmen of the kingdom, and has therefore 
known how to win universal approval both 
at home and abroad as sovereign, the crown 
prince of Servia has enjoyed no such ad- 
vantages, and is to such an extent morally | 


and physically degenerate that on several 


oceasions within the last year the question 
of placing him under restraint in a lunatic 
asylum for a time has been seriously dis- 
cussed. Compared to him, King Milan and 
even the ill fated King Alexander may be 
regarded as having been the perfection of 
western civilization, and it is frightful to 
contemplate the possibility of this repulsive 
and semi-insane young savage, regardless 
of every restraining influence of law, con- 
ventionality, decency, and civilization; be- 
ing placed in the possession of a European 
throne and in the charge of the destinies of 
some millions of e Servians. | 


Jules Cambon, long the ambassador of 
France at Washington and now the repre- 
sentative of his country in Spain, has been 
fortunate enough to in@uce his government 
to spend‘about $30,000 or $40,000 in repair- 
ing and redecorating and refurnishing the 
French e at Madrid in view ot the 
projected visit ot President Loubet to the 
court of King Alfonso this fall.
